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Armor Tactics Are Remade In Vietnam 


SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) 
—A team of Army experts from 
the United States is fanning out 
across Vietnam for a field study 
thit may bring revolutionary 
changes in doctrine for use ¿t 
armor in Vietnam-type wars. 


About 75 officers are observ- 
ing the employment of armored 
personnel carriers and tanks in 
country that many U.S. military 
men at one time considered un- 
suited for armor. Innovations 


tried out by American field 
commanders over the past year 
have been so suc6essful. that 
thinking has begun to change. 


Report In March 
The experts will spend until 
March observing armor in ac- 
tion. Then they will report their 
findings to the Army's Combat 
Developments 
Command 
at 
Fort Belvoir, Va. 
This could result in changes, 


including an increase in the 
number of armored personnel 
carriers and tanks for units tail- 
ored for operations in rugged, 
road-short terrain like that of 
Southeast Asia and other under- 
developed regions. 


Reqaest More Tanks 
Certain U.S. Army division 
commanders in Vietnam have 
asked for more tanks, which the 
armor 
specialists 
said 
had 
proved effective not only in 


cleared areas but off the roads 
as well. 


Armor 
officers 
said 
tanks 
have scored well agains't scat- 
tered Communist troops with a 
90mm canister, a kind of grape 
shot with a spray effect. These 
officers claim that as much as 
75 per cent of Vietnam's terrain 
is suitable (or either armored 
personnel carriers or tanks. 


The Army 
team 
from the 
United States is paying particu- 


lar attention to the experience 
of a Vietnamese army 
regi- 
ment. the 2nd Armored Cavalry, 
which has experimented with 
new ways of maneuvering with 
personnel carriers in the diffi- 
cult delta. 


This is a switch—normally, 
the 
Vietnamese 
take 
lessons 
from the Americans and the 
Americans consider few Vietp 
namese outfits good enough to 
emulate.

The captain said the 
vessel was leaving the harbor at 
about eight knots \idien the craft 
went aground. It took several 
tugs three tries at high tide be- 
fore the Atlantic came free.

Johnson Bids 
For U.S.-SoYiet 
Pact Approval 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The 
Johnson administration bids on 
Capitol Hill today for approval 
of a US.-Soviet consular pact 
and more money for the Viet- 
nam war. 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk, 
in testimony at an open hearing 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, argues the case for 
Senate ratification of the consu- 
lar convention signed in 1964. It 
would pave the way for each 
country to open consulate out- 
side the capital of the other but 
faces oppositkui. 


Secretary of Defense Robert 
S. McNamara and Geo. Earle 
G. Wheeler, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, are to tell 
a closed meeting of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee and 
the Defense Appropriations sub- 
committee why $9.4 billion more 
is needed for the war this fiscal 
year. 


McNamara and Wheeler also 
are to explain the Defense De- 
partmmt's 
$73-billion 
request 
for the budget year beginning 
next July 1.

men are expected to run into 
critical questioning from both 
hard line and soft line foreign 
policy advocates. 


Call Army To Crush Mao Foes 


TOKYO 
(AP) 
— 
Premier 
Chou £n-lai reportedly commit- 
ted Red China's 2.5-million-man 
army to crush Mao Tse-tung's 
opponents as news of revolt and 
resistance crackled out ot the 
embattled mainland today from 
frozen Manchuria to Kwangtung 
in the south. 


Japanese 
newsmen, quoting 
Peking wall posters, said Chou's 
announcement at a rally in Pe- 
king Sunday was the first state- 
mmt by a top government offi- 
cial that troops would be used 
against Mao's foes. 


The posters said Chou de- 
clared: "The People's Libéra- 
tion Army is the most important 
tool of the dictatorship of the 
proletariat. 
It will resolutely 
supinress the handful of counter- 
revolutionary elements who are 
trying to destroy the proletarian 
great cultural revolution."

wife, Chiang Ching, had ordered 
the people of the capital to es- 
tablish a revolutionary city gov- 
ernment composed of workers, 
peasants.

Deer Hnni Scene 


The Kennedy 
source 
said: 
"The whole first chapter was a 
deer hunting scene in Texas. It 
showed Johnson as a man of 
violence who loved to kill deer 
and would force others to do the 
same. 


"It seemed to set symbolic 
overtones which were unjust 
and inaccurate. It seemed an 
attempt to make this (the chap- 
ter) the symbolic framework for 
the viKie book, which was un> 
ju.st and disastrous. 


"It had nothing to do with the 
assassination since it occurred 
three years before the assassi- 
nation. right after the election 
of President Kennedy. It pic- 
tured President Kennedy as a 
man reluctant to do this (kill 
deer), a much more 
gentle 
figure." 


President Kennedy and John- 
son went hunting on the LBJ 
Ranch on Nov. 17. 1960, the peri- 
od after the election and prior to 
the inauguration, it v^'as Kenne- 
dy's first deer hunt and he shot 
two bucks. The two had met at 
the LBJ Ranch for a post elec- 
tion diaciission ot various prob- 
lems fadnf ihtir administra- 
tion.

It was leanied that the Kenne- 
dy family and other persons 
close to the family felt so 
strongly about other passages 
that Manchester refused to dis- 
card that they hisisted their 
names be deleted from the au-

Manchester's views on 
the 
controversy came in a series of 
interviews with the New York 
Times at his home in Mkidle- 
town.

The Newsweek 
interview wiU appear in the 
Jan. 30 issue.

Four U. S. Air Force F105

Guarantee Of 
$100 A Month 
Is Suggested 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Johnson asked Congress 
today to raise Social Security 
benefits by 15 per cent and 58 
per cent in the lowest bracket 
and sakl such an increase will 
be *'a major step toward our 
goal that every elderly citizen 
has an adequate income and a 
meaningful retirement." 


Johnson's proposal, which he 
sakl would guarantee minimum 
benefits of 170 a month for indi- 
vkluals and 1105 a month for 
married couples, also includes a 
recommendation for increased 
Social Security tax«, both by 
raising the ta«l)le base and by 
increasing rates. 


The Pre^Mint asked Oonfresf 
to .increm the amount of an- 
nual income on which tnxes art 
collected to I7JOO next year, 19,- 
000 in 1971, and IÌ0,800 in 1974. 


Beviae Tax Eato 


He also asked Congress to 
revise rate increases ahieady 
scheduled, going from 4.4 to 4.5 
per cent in 1969 and from 4.85 
per cent in 1973 to 5 per cent. 


Johnson recommended 
that 
the amount Social Security re- 
cipients can earn witliout losing 
its beneCiU be increased to ti.- 
680 a year and that the amount 
above that for which a benefici- 
ary can retain $1 hi pasrments 
for each 92 in earnings bt in- 
creased to $2,990. 


The increased benefits had 
been sketched in broad outline 
in Johnson's Staté of the Union 
message. 


He called in the earlier com- 
municatkm for the rise from 944 
to 970 in minhnum benefits, and 
a guarantee of 9100 a month for 
persons with 25 years or more 
of coverage. 


Tlie State of the Union mes- 
sage did not go into the tax in- 
crease to pay for the incréased 
benefits. 


The proposed Increase hi So- 
cial Security taxes would in- 
crease the maximum amount 
paid by an indivklual to 9343.20 
in 1969 and to 9351.00 in 1909. 


OppesHlei To Tax - 


Johnson had announced ear- 
lier thai his proposals would 
cost 94.1 billion during the first 
year. The tax rise is expected to 
come under fire in Congress, 
especially 
from 
Republicans 
who have urged an 8 per cent 
increase plus a cost-of-living 
escalator clause without raising 
taxes. 


The n^aximum increases un- 
der the Preskient's pr(HX>sals 
would go to 2.5 million persons 
now receiving minimum bene- 
fits of 944 a month for an indi- 
vidual. But Johnson said in- 
creases of at least 15 per ccnt 
would go to the 
other 
20.5 
million 
beneficiarics. 
T h e 
monthly minimum benefit for a 
retired couple with 25 years 
coverage 
would be raised to 
$150, while individuals in this 
category would get at least 9100 
a month.

Tlie crime of genocide is mass murder. It can be 
the killing off of a whole people, like Hitler’s effort to 
exUrminate the Jews of Germany in World War II, 
when more than 6 million wei« killed. 
It is inconceivable that any American would defend 
genocide, or that he would be counted in opposition to it. 


And yet the United States has refused to sign the 
convention outlawing genocide which the United Na­ 
tions adopted 17 years ago. 
Our refusal to adopt this human rights convention 
puts us in the poor company of South Africa and Ye­ 
men and a few other nations which are not noted for 
their humanity.

Presidents Truman, Kennedy and Johnson have all 
asked for ratification of the United Nations convention 
on genocide by the U.S. Senate but it has been denied. 
The praposal has never even emerged from sub-commit­ 
tee. Because it must muster a two-thirds vote for rati­ 
fication it would have to enlist the support of senators 
who are strong for human rights. 


We w’ere helpful in originating the U.N. conven­ 
tions against slaverj- and against forced labor and for 
the political rights of women, but we have never rati- / j S tO ftB O ffl 19 59 
fied them. 


There is no international court with jurisdiction in 
these matters ; no enforcement features in these human 
rights conventions. Some of the new nations have adopt­ 
ed these conventions into their constitutions.

By Mellon McGovern 


The shrinking of garments 
is due primarily to three 
causes: 


IMPROPER 
HANDLING 


This, though often Over­ 
looked, is one of the major 
causes of shrinking. Espec­ 
ially true of woolens. Most 
frequent mistake made is 
too 
high 
a 
temperature. 
Or too rapid drying. (Again, 
too much heat) 


STRrrC!1ING IN MANUFACTURE 


Little known and less, suspected, this cause of shrinkage is 
a real headache to most of us. We’re not often aware that 
manufacturers frequently stretch a garment to achieve a par­ 
ticular effect, but they do. Upon cleaning, wet or dry, it may 
—and often does—revert back to its original tnd smaller 
shape and size. 


NOT PRE SHRUNK 


This is a major evil in terms of shrinkage. Why this happens 
is difficult to understand .but msinufacturers do make up tin- 
ithed garmentt without bothering to pre-shrink the fabric 
before cutting. AND FOR THIS YOU DO HAVE A RBdEDY. 
Cheek the Isbelt. If the fabric hat been pre-thrunk the label 
wMl tsy so. In yardage, of course, you can have it prs-shrunk 
iMtfoce cutting and avoid trouble.

Donald E. Johnson of West 
Branch, Mich., past national 
commander of the American 
Legion, urged all citizens to 
support its stand for law and 
order, on campus and off, in 
an address to the Mid-Winter 
Conference of the Legion of the 
Upper Peninsula at Gladstone 
Saturday. 


He specially urged support 
of the Federal Bureau of In­ 
vestigation, which he said was 
under increasing attack, and 
said that many of the campus 
disorders are led by subversive 
elements. 


Joseph Paul, of Ishpeming, 
past national vice commander 
fo the Legion was master at 
ceremonies at Uie banquet at 
All Saints Church. 


FBI Attacked 
“For some mysterious reason 
it suddenly seems to have be­ 
come fashionable to attack both 
Edgar Hoover and the FBI, 
the agency which more than 
any other arm of government 
has been instrumental in ex­ 
posing and thus controlling the 
Uureat of the Communist Party 
U.S.A.,” said Johnson. 


“The American people would 
do well to demand an explana­ 
tion of this often vitriolic as­ 
sault upon the integrity of a 
man who has given his life to 
devoted 
public 
service 
and 
upon the organization which 
has done ao much to safeguard 
our basic freedoms from sub­ 
versive elements in our midst. 


About four years ago, Mr. 
Hoover outlined the Communist 
party line, spelling out its ob- 
lectives. As for youth, he had 
this to say, ‘The party expres­ 
ses encouragement over what 
it detects as a gradual awaken­ 
ing of American youth to its 
social responsibilities, as evi­ 
denced by the increased partic­ 
ipation 
in 
the 
struggle for 
Negro 
rights 
and 
academic 
freed<Hn. However, the party 
stresses the lack of employment 
opportunity for youth and calls 
for an end to the burden of 
military service.’ 


Exploits Grievances 
‘‘Because Communism thrives 
on turmoil, the party is con- 
ilnuously attempting to exploit 
all grievances, real or imagin* 
ed, for its own tactical purpose. 
It is, therefore, almost inevit­ 
able that on many issues, tHI> 
party line will coincide with 
the position of many non-Com- 
munists.' 


“Note well that he mentioned 
increased participation in the 
struggle for academic freedom. 
Then consider the developments 
of the past few months and 
years on the campus of the 
University 
of 
CalifcHrnia 
at 
Berkeley, for the ill-conceived 
actions of an organized handful 
of students and non-students 
has brought unfavorable na­ 
tional publicity on a widely 
respected institution of aca­ 
demic excellence. 


“Whether the «luses were 
real 
in 
these 
instances or 
imagined may be open to de­ 
bate. The unfortunate fact re­ 
mains that the resulting bad 
publicity reflects upon the in­ 
stitution and its student body 
as a whole, even though the 
vast majority of the on-campus 
population had nothin# to do 
with the demonstrations. 
Off-Canpw Leader« 
“Student 
rioting 
has 
for 
many years been commonplace 
in other countries, but not in 
th« United St&tm. Tim 0 të to n 


in all too many instances have 
been off-campus elements or 
over-aged students, planted by 
the Communist movement, and 
this has been particularly true 
of 
such 
incidents in Latin 
American countries. 


“From reports in the public 
press concerning the situation 
at Berkeley, there seems to be 
substance tehind ex-Governor 
Brown’s description and Gov­ 
ernor Reagan’s description of 
the incidents as anarchy. 


“The most alarming part is 
that the ringleaders have mov­ 
ed on to other colleges and uni­ 
versities across the nation in 
an effort to gain support for! 
their cause. 
' 


“It has been well documented 
that there were associated with 
the Berkeley incidents persons 
identified as being sympathetic 
with the Communist Party and 
Communist causes. 


Red Speaker« 


*‘It has long been the conten­ 
tion of the American Legion 
that appearances of individuals 
with C<nnmimist affiliations or ; 
leanings before any student 
group, is both undesirable and 
dangerous. 
Because 
of 
that 
position, we have been subject­ 
ed to charges of abridging free­ 
dom of speech, of standing in 
opposition to academic free­ 
dom, and, indeed, being against 
education period. Nothing could 
be further from the truth. 


**The Legion has, in fact, done 
as much as any single private 
organization in America to fos­ 
ter and promote the cause of 
education. It was the prime 
mover behind the establishment 
of American Education Week 
some four decades ago, and re­ 
mains as one of the co-sponsors 
of that event today. And we 
have fought the battle in the 
cause of adequate pay for our 
teachers, that our youngatera 
might have the benefit of the 
best instruction available. As 
the result of both of these ef­ 
forts, I believe our education 
system is stronger today than 
it might otherwise have been. 


Would Baa Beds 


“When the American Legion 
advocates the banning of Com­ 
munist spokesm«! from ap­ 
pearing before high school, col­ 
lege, and university groups, 
there arises from the pseudo­ 
sophisticates and the super­ 
intellectuals the outraged cry 
of suppression of free ^;>eech 
and curtailment of academic 
freedom. I think the recent 
events on the campuses are 
new evidence of tlie need for 
such a ban. Who 1« to deny that 
young minds are impression­ 
able and who would knowingly 
submit his own children to the 
teachings of a known Commtm- 
ist, or one who is thoroughly 
indoctrinated 
in 
Communist 
ioeology. 


“The American Legion does 
not stand in opposition to the 
teaching of the methocte and 
philosophy 
of 
Commimism. 
Therefore, we are not inter­ 
fering with academic freedoms. 
The American Legion apecifi- 
cally opposes the appearance of 
spokesmen for the Conununlst 
conspiracy 
on 
tax-supported 
properties, thua using these fa- 
cilitiM ior sounding-boards toe 
Communist propaganda. There 
are aU too m iny other lorum« 
and flMlUtl«« available to Red- 
oriented speakers. Thus, we do 
not believe that we are inter­ 
fering with anybody’s freedom 
of speech.*’

NEW YORK (AP) — Mayor 
John Lindsay said Sunday De­ 
troit’s taxi cab manufacturers 
would have to include new safe­ 
ty dcvices in cabs to protect the 
drivers-whether they like it or 
not. 


“It’s hard to force them to do 
that-but it has to be done,” the 
mayor said. 


Among the safety specifica­ 
tions the mayor suggested for 
protection of cab drivers w’cre 
a bulletproof shield separating 
the driver and passenger; an 
autcmiaiic device to close all 
doors from the driver’s side and 
special signal lights to indicate 
a problem.
